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(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to 
an inhaler device and provides such a device com- 
prising first and second compartments (4, 6) mov- 
able relative to one another such that, upon move- 
ment of said components (4, 6), operating means 
(16, 28, 40, 42, 44, 46) advances a cartridge com- 
partment (140) into a predetermined position rel- 
ative to medicament extraction facilitating means 
(14) and extends the medicament extraction facil- 
itating means (14) into a position adjacent said ad- 
vanced compartment (140) for allowing medica- 
ment extraction upon inhalation by a user. 
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
